US., Russia Reported 
Near SALT Formula

GENEVA, May 19 (NYT).—The 
United States and the Soviet 
Union were reported today work- 
ing intensively on reaching 3 
formula for breaking the dead- 
Jock in the negotiations for a 
new treaty limiting each side's 
strategic missile and long-range 
bomber force. 

In addition to the apparent 
progress toward ending the im- 
passe in the strategic arms talks, 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
and Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko discussed the Middle 
East situation and said later that 
a Geneva conference on the 
Middle East should go forward 
sometime this fall. 

The main attention was on the 
strategic arms talks. For the 
second consecutive day, the de- 
tails of Mr. Vance’s meetings 
with Mr. Gromyko on that sen- 
sitive subject were kept secret. 
But US. reporters were told pri- 
vately that major progress to- 
ward overcoming the months- 
long deadlock had been made 
and a compromise was likely. 

Mr. Vance refused to character~ 
ize the arms talks and another 
high official said tonight that 
“we'll know tomorrow” if a break- 
through had been achieved. Yet 
a third member of the delega- 
tion said that he was confident 
that a compromise would be 
reached. 

It was understood that the dis- 
cussions have focused on provid- 
ing a “framework” for the two 
sides to complete the negotia- 
tions on the treaty before the 
current five-year curb on some 
long-range missile Jaunchers ex- 
Pires in October. 

The essence of the compromise 
is said to be a “blending” of the 
three proposals—two U.S. and one 
Soviet—that bad already been of- 


* fered and rejected br the other 


side in Moscow in March, The 
Moscow mission by Mr. ‘Vance 
resulieq in sharp recriminations 
and 2 strain in relations. 

A Relaxed Mood 

So far, the mood here has been 
relaxed, and today U.S. members 
of the delegation seemed more 
encouraged by the prospects of 
a breakthrough than in recent 
weeks. 

Hodding Carter 3d, Mr. Vance's 
spokesman and the only official 
source of information for the 
last two days, said today that 
the discussions were now inten- 
sive, Mr. Carter said that the 
two sides had asreed after two 
sessions on strategic arms, res- 
terday and today, totaling about 
five hours, to have a “pause” to 
allow time “to reflect further on 
the exchanges to date.” 

Reporters were told that the 
Soviet side had requested the 
pause to consult with Moscow on 
the formula being worked out 
here. The talks are due to re- 
sume tomorrow, Mr. Carter said. 

Because of the apparent pro- 
egress in the strategic arms field, 
Mr. Vance today delayed his de- 
parture for Washington. He had 
been scheduled to leare by to- 
morrow night but now, Mr. Car- 
ter said, the negotiations would 
continue at Jeast until Saturday 
morning and perhaps longer. 

The Middle Kast is the only 
subject under discussion in these 
meetings. “Mr. Vance and Mr. 
Gromyko are the official co 
chairmen of the Geneva confer 
ence on the Middle East. Todar 
they conferred om that subject, 
but there were no plens for an- 
other session on the Middle East 
before Mr. Vance leaves. 

Following the hour-and-5 
minute meeting, Mr. Gromyko told 
reporters that the two sides be-

This equation could not stand 
the impact of the sudden rise 
in oil prices in late 1973.

“The ugly thing done to Mrs. 
Mandela is devastating to her 
and to South Africa.” the Rand 
Daily Mail. an opponent of apart- 
heid, sald this morning. An op- 
position member of Parliament. 
David Dalling. described it as 
brutal and said it should awaken 
South Africans to the absence of 
civil Mberty here. 


Police Raided Home

nesburg, when police raided it on 
Monday. The police loaded her 
furnlture and possessions onto a 
truck and took ber and her 
Youngest child. daughter Zindci, 
16, to the small town of Brand- 
fort in the Orange Free State.

The Huston plan, as it became 
known, specifically noted that 
techniques such as “surreptitious 
entry’—or burglary—were “clear- 
ly fliegal.” Mr. Nixon rescinded 
his approval five days later be- 
cause of objections by FBI di- 
rector J, Edgar Hoover. 

Legal by Definition 

Asked by Mr. Frost if the 
Huston plan and other White 
House ventures amounted to a 
presidential fiat to commit illegal 
acts.

Torrijos Denies 
Shift on Canal 
Neutrality Issue 


PANAMA CITY, May 19 (WP). 
~Panama's strongman. Brig. 
Gen. Omar Torrijos, has en- 
phatically denied a Washington 
Fost report (THT, May 181 quot- 
ing him as saying that Panama 
could accept a future U.S. mili- 
tary role in guaranteeing the 
neutrality of the canal once it 
passes into Panamanian hands. 

The report was interpreted as 
indicating an important shift of 
Panama's position on the crucial 
neutrality issue. If it became 
Panama's officla) negotiating 

position, it would have a major 
impact on the curtent treaty 
talks in Washington. 

Gen. Torrijos was quoted as 
being prepared to accept the prin- 
ciple that the United States 
could take action against a third 
country if pecessary to safeguard 
the canal's neutrality, <A US. 
official connected with the canal 
discussions called the statement 
a “real breakthrough” if true. 

The denial by Gen. Torrijos 
did not surprise diplomats here 
who felt that the general may 
bare regretted disclosing prema- 
turely his government's negotiat- 
ing position and possibly em- 
barragsing several Latin Amer- 
ican governments who had been 
backing Panama's position.

“The withdrawal must be man- 
aged to avoid any disastrous 
change in the military balance on 
the Korean peninsula or credibil- 
ity of the American commitment. 
American Air Force units, which 
Carter bas said will stay in Korea, 
should be reinforced,” added Gen. 
Burns, who Dew 102 combat mis- 
sions as a fighter pilot in the 
Korean war. 

Some officers stress the fear 
that—despite all assurances to 
the contrary—the reductions in 
traops will be interpreted in 
‘South and North Kores as a dis- 
engagement. 

A well-connected U.S. colonel 
says that South Korean officers 
who believe that the United 
States abandoned South Vietnam 
are asking: “Why are you giv- 
ing up everything you've accom- 
plished here? They quote the 
old Korean proverb. "Don't trust 
the Russians and don’t belleve 
the Anjericans,’” he recounted.

Swiss, Austrians Work to Halt 
Fox-Borne Spread of Rabies 


By Walter Sullivan 


GENEVA, May 19 INYT).—The 
spacious gerdens of Schloss Hell-- 
brun near Salzburg are aglow 
With sweeping floral displays, 
interspersed with reflecting pools 
and statuary against 2 backdrop 
of Alpine scenery. But, like many 
other European beauty spots, the 
gardens are marred by signs 
made hideously garish to attract 
attention. They warn that the 
region is infested with rabies. 


+ Visitors. they say, should stick to 


the paths and keep pets on a 
leash. 

Having apparently entered Ger- 
many from the east, rabies is 
Spreading westward and south- 
ward, carried in most cases by 
foxes. It ts coming over the 
Jura Mountains from France in- 
to this part of Switcerland. It 
has penetrated the Alpine passes 
into Italy, 

Only in Denmark. where a sort 
of line against fox infiltration 
Was created. has the advance 
been stopped. According to spe- 
cialists at the World Health 
Organication here, the Danes 
used the only method considered 
effective by the rabies surveil- 
Jance group at WHO. 

Dens Gassed 

That is sharply reducing the 
fox population by injecting gas 
into sealed dens. If the animals 
become scarce enough. the chain 
of infection can be broken. The 
fox population. the WHO experts 
maintain. quickly rebounds. 

Such measures have not been 
widely applied. however, because 
of opposition by wildlife preser- 
yation groups and hunters. In 
Austria. hunters are receiving 
generous bounties for foxes killed 
in newly infested or threatened 
areas, but the rabies specialists 
here doubt that enough will be 
killed to halt the advance. 

Because the use of poisons or 
twaps was ruled out as a hazard

Now a 
new WHO center for rabies sur- 
veillance and research is being 
organized in Tuebingen, West 
Germany. The patterns of inci- 
dence will be subject to computer 
analysis. 


Libyans Suspend 
Italy Trade Deal

ROME. May 19 {Reuters).— 
Libya has suspended negotiations 
on a major trade deal with Ttalv 
because an Italian-operated oil 
rig has stopped drilling off the

ed that he is too old and too 
blind to do any more writing: 
Nowadays he can only talk. His 


΄ latest book is thus largely made 


up ‘of interviews with journalists 
and friends, It proves to be one 
of the. most interesting things he 
has done, wnustially” revealing 


about himself, Although he has 


always believed. with Roussean, 


_ in transparency, Sartre’s auto- 


biographical writings have hith- 


. erto been’ exceedingiy reserved. 


We says-here that while he yearns 
for a world where there are τὸ 
secrets between men. he does not 
intend to.be alone in unveiling 
himself in a culture where 
secrets are cherished: but he 
answers questions with unac- 
customed candor. 

He is asked why does he have 
to stop writing just because he 
is virtually blind; why can he 
not dictate? He explains that 
for him writing is a matter of 
style, and that his particular 
literary style is: something that 
can only be achieved pen in hand. 
Literary style, as he puts it, -is 
8. method of saying three or four 
different things at the same time 
by a fastidious arrangement of 
words, so that every paragraph 
needs to be written, corrected arid 
rewritten several times, Philosoph- 
ical writing, with its own 
technical language, he thinks can 
be done more straightforwardly, 
but literary work, for him, is a 
complex activity, 
eyesight, -he cannot do it. ~ 

He has always worked hard and 
with great regularity, and even 
at Τὸ he is still busy. His 
routine has been to work from 
nine-thirty or ten in the morring 


until one-thirty, and again: from 


five or six unti) nine at night. 
Having lived most of his life 
alone, or with his mother, his 
days have been governed by the 
demands of writing. At eight 
o'clock he would go from his 
apartment to a nelghboring café 
for bredkfast, alone: but lunch 
and dimmer he would have with 
friends at some restaurant. 
Although such habitual eating- 
out: 15 not uncommon in France, 
Sartre is a remarkable devotee of 
the café, haring actually written 
large portions of his books at 
café tables. He has been able 
to accomplish this because of the 
exceptional solicitude he receives

Kenneth Galbraith, the combination econ- 
omist-writer-professor-eic, duly attended. 


“Everybody in turn said the cure was 
some course of action that benefited his 
institution, Thus, General Motors said 
the answer was to have more air pollu- 
tion: the banks said the cure was some 
thing good for the banks, and so on. 


“Well. @ reporter saw me and asked me 
to comment, 50 I said wait till that rubber 
corporation comes up with its solution. 
They are going to say the answer is more 
condoms, The reporter kept scribbling it 
aH down, I had an awiui time trying to 
persuade him it was a little joke.” 

And yet the little joke contained a jewel 
of truth: 

People tnink that what is good for them 
is godd for America, And government 
economists, Galbraith goes on, invariably 
predict that what an administration needs 
to have happen is what is going to hap- 
pen. Thus the advice of all government 
economists, governed by the necessities of 
what ought to happen, should be taken 
with caution. 

He is a tolerant man, as all economists 
ought te be. He knows that not everybody 
understands his subject. 

He knows many people suspect there is 
not even a subject there to understand. 
He is especially sure that some economists 
do not understand it. He alludes to Win- 
ston Churchill, who used to say that when 
military or labor or most other subjects 
came up in the House of Commons, he 
could understand them. But “Σ could 
never get my mind around economics.” 
However, “I do think that shooting Mon- 
tague Norman would be a good thing.” 

Norman was the direcior of the Bank 
of England. Galbraith cites the example 
of Churchill, either because he sympa- 
thizes with those who flub economics or 
because he thinks shooting bankers would 
be ἃ good thing, in selected instances. 

He bas conceived an awe of television. 
He has made a series of TV shows on 
economics that was a great success in 
England, is now showing in Canada and 
has just begun in the United States on 
Public Eroadcasting. 

“I write succinctly,” he said, “but the 
television people would say, ‘Fine—now 
could you get that down to 5.000 words?’ 
So I would work hard a few weeks and 
get it down to 5,000. Then they would 
say, ‘Fine—but a bit on the long side,’ 
and get it down to 1,000, Every writer 
should undergo that experience,” he said 
the is 3 professor at Harvard and kes

feller: 

“The American Beauty rose can be pro- 
duced in the splendor and fragrance 
which brings cheer to its beholder only 
by sacrificing the early buds which grow 
up around it.”- That, Rockefeller said to 
his Baptist Sunday school, is a “law of 
God.”
